THE FLAP BETWEEN the Post 


and the bishops’ conference began 
Nov. 23 when the newspaper pub- 
lished an editorial calling the U.S. 
bishops’ Central America statement, 
approved four days earlier, ‘‘odd’’ for 
being ‘‘inconsistent with the position 


of most of the El Salvadoran Catholic’ 


hierarchy.’’ There are five bishops in 
El Salvador. 


The editorial noted that Bishop 
Aparicio, of the Diocese of San 
Vicente, was in Washington during 
the U.S. bishops’ meeting and said 
Bishop Aparicio ‘‘would seem to be a 
timely and authentic witness whom 
any group of American bishops 
addressing El Salvador would leap to 
consult.”’ 

According to the Post’s editorial, 
Bishop Aparicio ‘‘was given only brief 
attention and that only by a handful 
of American bishops.’’ 


THE EDITORIAL also called 
Bishop Arturo Rivera Damas, apos- 
tolic administrator of San Salvador, 
-““the odd man out in the El Salvador 
hierarchy’? and accused the U.S. 
bishops of “‘bishop shopping’’ in their 
search for views from El Salvador.

The issues debated by the nation’s 
Roman Catholic bishops at their 
annual meeting in Washington, 
D.C., last month were all life-related. 
Abortion, health care, nuclear 
weapons and Central America were 
agenda items, and the discussions 
made for “‘very few dull sessions,’’ 
said Bishop Leo T. Maher upon his 
return to San Diego. 


The most surprising announcement 
to come out of the meeting was not 
even on the agenda. Pope John Paul 
II informed the 284 bishops 
assembled at the Capitol Hilton that 
he had approved their earlier request 
to drop ‘‘exclusive’’ wording in the 
Consecration of the Mass. 


THE NEW WORDING ‘“‘for you 
and for all so that sins may be 
forgiven’? eliminates the reference to 
“‘men,’’ said Bishop Maher, and 
“‘would not be optional.’’ The bishop 
noted, however, that Mass texts still 
contain the old wording and that 
priests, especially those who say the 
Consecration from memory, will need 
some time to adapt to the new form.

guarantees the right to an abortion; 


many pro-life advocates say the 
measure does not go far enough in 
specifically outlawing abortions. 


“The most important thing is to 
save the lives of unborn children,’’ 
said Bishop Maher. ‘‘The Hatch 
amendment is not perfect by any 
means, but it is a. beginning, a 
realistic start.’’ 

While all the bishops agreed in 
principle on the dangers facing the 
world from growing nuclear 
stockpiles, they are sharply divided on 
the practical means of achieving 
disarmament. Archbishop Joseph J. 
Bernardin of Cincinnati is the head of 
a National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops commitee which is expected 
to draft a pastoral letter on the moral 
issues of war and peace within the 
next year. 

“‘THE REAL PROBLEM is how 
to possess nuclear. weapons as a 
deterrent without using them,’’ said 
Bishop Maher. ‘‘Scripture tells us 
that we are to be peacemakers, and 


.the function of the Church is to build 


hope and trust. Pope John XXIII 
does not tell us to disarm unilaterally, 
but bilaterally. That’s the key.”’ 

The bishop noted that unilateral 
disarmament by the United States in 
the face of the Soviet nuclear arsenal

WASHINGTON — Pope John Paul II has 
established the new Diocese of Metuchen, N.J., and 
appointed its first bishop and a new bishop of 
Phoenix, Ariz. First bishop of Metuchen is 51-year- 
old Auxiliary Bishop Theodore E. McCarrick of 
New York. The new bishop of Phoenix is Msgr. 
Thomas J. O’Brien, 45, who has been administrator 
of the diocese since Bishop James S. Rausch died 
last May. 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. — U.S. District Judge 
Raymond Pettine’s decision to bar a nativity scene 
from the city of Pawtucket’s annual downtown 
holiday display is a decision that atheist Madalyn 
Murray O’Hair has sought unsuccessfully in Texas 
for four years. Pettine’s ruling in the suit filed last 
December by the Rhode Island affiliate of the 
American Civil Liberties Union found that 
Pawtucket’s life-sized nativity scene fulfills a 
religious purpose, endorses Christianity and causes 
political disputes along religious lines. 


WASHINGTON — Georgetown University 
hospital volunteers have taken Blessed Maximilian 
Kolbe, a Franciscan priest who volunteered to die in 
another man’s place at Auschwitz, as their patron. 
Lucretia Bach, director of volunteer services, said 
the Ladies Board of Georgetown University 
Hospital unanimously voted Blessed Kolbe, who is 
one step away from being declared a saint, as their 
patron. The hospital workers are asking other 
volunteer organizations to take him as their patron, 
hoping that the 
Blessed Kolbe patron saint of volunteers. 


OVERBROOK, Pa. — Promulgation of the new 
Code of Canon Law will probably occur at the end 
of 1982, Cardinal John Krol of Philadelphia told 
students at St. Charles Borromeo Seminary in 
Overbrook. Cardinal Krol, who had returned five 
days earlier from a meeting in Rome of the 
Pontifical Commission for the Revision of the Code 
_of Canon Law, said that three popes had engaged in 
unprecedented consultation in preparing the new 
text, the final version of which should be on the desk 
of Pope John Paul II by March or April of 1982.

Blind allegiance is not citizenship 


In the mid-19th century, when Catholics came to this 
country in large numbers, their welcome was less than 
warm. In fact, they were often mistreated and the butt of 
discrimination in housing, jobs, and education. 


The general Catholic response was to look for ways to 
prove that Catholics were at least as good as the next group 
at being loyal Americans. 


When wars were fought, Catholics were among the first 
to sign up. 

Church leaders seldom questioned local or national 
government policy — unless it seriously’ challenged 
Catholic needs or interests. 


So, after generations of unquestioning adherence to 
American interests, some members of the Church might be 
uncomfortable to hear the Catholic bishops of the United 
States debating American policy in Central America, or 
leading a new renewed movement. for peace through 
disarmament, or decrying capital punishment, as they did 
during their annual meeting in Washington, Nov. 16-19. 


In his presidential address — which drew a standing 
ovation — Archbishop John R. Roach ‘told his brother 
bishops at the National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
that the separation of church and state does not mean that 
the Church should remain silent on public issues. 


‘““The Church must raise its voice clearly about justice, 
because choices now before us as a nation can erode the 
conditions which support human dignity,’’ the archbishop 
said. 


He cited Church concerns over the global arms race, 
abortion, and the plight of the poor as signs of the 
“‘direction of a consistent moral vision rooted in Catholic 
_ social thought.’’ 

Such moral consistency must be the Ban on which a 
religious organization’s positions on public issues are 
judged, the archbishop continued. 


There are several points to remember, as we try to 
integrate the bishops’ pronouncements with our own 
personal feelings of patriotism. 


© Good citizenship should never be defined as blind 
allegiance to any governmental policy. The ultimate value 
of a republic is that it is, indeed, a public thing. Therefore, 
every member of the community has the right and duty to 
debate decisions and policies. 


¢ Bishops have the added responsibility to offer moral 
leadership to members of the community. They do not — 
they cannot — teach in a vacuum. They must apply their 
principles to the situations in which the Church finds 
herself. 


© One characteristic of the Church’s mission is the 
prophetic. Each member of the Church must speak out 
against those things which threaten human life — 
regardless of the consequences. 

So, in publicly doubting the wisdom of the arms race, or 
in calling for an end to support for dictators who have no 
regard for human rights, the Catholic community is no less 
loyal than in ages past. 

We have merely matured to the point where we can 
be the voice of loyal opposition, whenever such a voice 
needs to be heard. 


It seems to us now is one such time.

‘An erroneous idea...’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope yoni Paul II told men 
_and women Religious Nov. 20 that they are subject to the 
guidance of local bishops. 


In a French-language talk to participants in the plenary 
assembly of the Vatican Congregation for Religious and 
Secular Institutes, the pope criticized ‘‘an erroneous idea 
of exemption’’ which leads some nuns, Brothers, and 


" Religious order priests to “‘compartmentalize’’ the Church 


and to consider themselves separate from Church 
structures. 


“Men and women :n Religious must develop their ecclesial 


sense for a better integration with the local Church and the © 


Universal Church,’’ Pope John Paul said. 


“In this way, they can avoid a barrier which could lead 
to dividing the Church into compartments, nearly without 


‘ communications, for an erroneous idea of exemption,’’ he 


added. ‘‘This could cause some difficulty in relations 
within the local Churches, because in the apostolic works, 
Religious, like all the faithful, are placed under the juris- 
diction of the bishops.’’ 


Describing the munistry of bishops as “the basis of all 
ecclesial service,’? Pope John Paul said members of the 
episcopacy ‘‘are ever more aware of the value of Religious 
life and of their responsibility in this regard.’ 


The pope said that the bishops provide for all Catholes: 
“‘but especially for that chosen portion made up of men 
and women Religious, a healthy and rich spiritual and 
doctrinal nourishment, attentive above all to guarding 
them from doctrinal deacons and liturgical abuses that 
can harm the apostolic fruitfulness and the existence itself 
of the consecrated life.’’ 


Pope John Paul praised the role of local and national 
conferences of religious superiors as a way of i improving 
communications between Religious and their local bishops. 

The Congregation for Religious and Secular Institutes 
met Nov. 17-20 to discuss the nature, role, and function of 
national and international unions of religious superiors.

We are all called... 


A common tendency in America today, dictated by 
common sense and successful business practice,‘ is to 
estimate a person’s aptitude for a profession or career by 
listing his or her strengths. Tony speaks well, possesses an 
able mind, exhibits genuine talents for leadership and 
debate; he would make an excellent lawyer.

There is a tide in our affairs 


Last August I attended a wedding in a small 
Congregational church.

The Sunday Readings

That we might live 


December 6, 1981, Second Sunday of Advent. 
Isaiah 40:1-5, 9-11; 2 Peter 3:8-14; Mark 1:1-8. 

We began a new year in the life of the Church 
with the First Advent Sunday (Cycle ‘‘B’’ in the 
Lectionary). We do our own preparation for 
Christmas a dissérvice by seeing this season as 
merely a preparation for the coming of Christ; He 
already has come. The Christmas-event was the 
Incarnation of the Son, God’s Word made flesh. We 
do well to ‘‘incarnate’’ that love into our own lives. 


Our first reading is from the beautiful, evocative 
40th chapter of Isaiah, in which are found some of 
Israel’s profoundest messianic hopes. Scholars who 
hold to more than a single authorship of this book 
date these passages from the sixth century (B.C.), 
around the time of the Babylonian exile. 


IN THEIR LONGING to return to Jerusalem, 
the people of God look to the shepherd who will lead 
his flock to safety through mountain and valley. 
These passages are important, because apostolic 
usage will confirm them as speaking of Jesus 
Himself, who often used the imagery of shepherd 
and flock. 

The response psalm (Ps. 85) vividly captures the 
imagery of the coming messianic kingdom. 
Salvation, peace, glory, kindness, truth, 


reasons but seldom with the vision of ourselves as 
creators of a.unique Christian lifestyle that will 
enable us to know and serve God more completely. 


Most of us do not really choose the direction of 
our lives, nor choose from a Christian standpoint. 
We take courses in school that seem adequate at the 
time, take a job that may or may not: pay well 
because it is available, follow a career, often more 
through a process of elimination than thoughtful 
choice or because it is well within our capabilities 
and so safe. We do not often make the first priority 
in our choice the Christian choice — whether this or 
that will better enable us to know, love, and commu- 
nicate Jesus. ” 

IN A SENSE; THE EVENTS of our lives are 
unconnected and so are our choices, each made to 
cope with a present predicament but not part of a 
thoughtful, prayerful, coordinated vision of life. 
Some people do plan their priorities early in life and 
make their decisions accordingly, but few of us 
choose our lifestyle with the kind of solemn commit- 
ment that those entering the priesthood or religious 
life must. And yet we should, because our call to 
discipleship is the same as theirs and meant to be 
lived out in our secular lifestyle with equal dedica- 
tion. 


justice —these are the things that mark the path of 
those who walk ‘‘along the way of His steps.’’ The 
prayer “‘Lord, let us see your kindness, and grant us 
your salvation’’ is answered perfectly in Jesus of 
Nazareth. 


The Second Letter of Peter’speaks to us of the 
other coming of Christ, the ‘‘day of the Lord’’ which 
will suddenly and without warning usher in a new 
heaven and a new earth in a judgment by fire in 
which all of our ‘‘deeds will be made manifest.’’ 


' THIS LETTER’S immediate concern seems to. 
be the unexplained delay in Jesus’ promised return. 
But God is outside of time—‘‘one day is as a 
thousand years and a thousand years are as a 
day’’ —and it is really His generosity and patience 
with us which are being put to the test. 


Our God is a god of mercy and justice, and He 
has given us time to repent our sins-and to be 
reconciled with Him and with each other. And it is 


- here that we find the true meaning of this Advent 


season. Jesus is coming, but not the way we are 
accustomed to think of Him at this time of year. The 
events at Bethlehem are history; Eucharist and 
judgment are present and future realities. 


But it is never too late. Except in extreme cases, it 
would not be either necessary or desirable to 
abandon the relationships and situations in our lives 
that do not reflect Christ and make Him present. 
The challenge is to transform them into vehicles of 
Christian living, to redeem them for Christ and so 
enrich us spiritually and all who come in contact 
with us. 


_ Father David Knight in Lift Up Your Eyes to the 
Mountain refers to most of our decisions as waves on 
the surface of the sea, which do not of themselves 
give definite direction. For that we need something 
like the tide itself, which ‘‘sets the very ocean of our 
being in motion...the tide gives a fixed and constant 
direction to the sea. Nothing is able to go against it. 
Storm winds can cause waves to go against it on the 
surface but the sea continues to follow the tide. And 
that is the way it is with a true; life-orienting 
commitment: it sets our very being into motion 
along a chosen path.”’ 


THAT YOUNG COUPLE on their bittersweet 
wedding day, caught the tide that will direct their 
lives on the sea of Christian perfection, Christian 
service, and who knows where that may lead them in 
years to come? Perhaps it will lead back home.

With a new liturgical cycle, we also begin the year 
of St. Mark in our Sunday Gospel readings. The 
opening lines of Mark’s Gospel are an echo of Isaiah 
40, which we already heard. The ‘‘messenger’’ 
stands before us, fully revealed as John the Baptizer, 
the last and final prophet of the Old Testament. 


THE BAPTISM WHICH John preached in the 
wilderness of Judea just before the coming of the 
Messiah was really an Advent event. In the non- 
sacramental washing in the Jordan, those who were 
waiting for the Lord to come confessed their own 
sinfulness and pledged themselves to conversion and 
repentance. This is the religious ritual which Jesus 
would elevate to sacrament. 


John the Baptizer provides us with a good model 
for these days before Christmas. His call to renounce 
sin for the sake of the coming kingdom reminds us 
that there is more to Christmas than romantic 
sentimentality. 


Jesus’ first coming in Bethlehem almost 20 
centuries ago was the decisive moment in salvation 
history when God personally intervened to the point 
where He became one of-us. It is an action of God 
which calls for a corresponding response on our part, 
a.response which links us concretely with the life of 
poverty and love He deliberately chose so that we, 


too, might live.

Priests expelled 


COLLEVALENZA, Italy (NC) — 
Pope John Paul II. mourned the 
expulsion of 11 Xaverian priests from 
Burundi Noy. 22 and led prayers for 
“the entire Church in Burundi.’’ 


The 11 priests arrived in Milan 
Nov. 20, shortly after receiving orders 
from the government of Burundi to 
leave the country within 48 hours. 
The government said the reason for 
the expulsions was ‘‘subversive 
activity.”’ 


Burundi, one of the poorest and 
most densely populated countries in 
Africa, has about 4 million people in 
an area the size of Maryland. About 
half the population is Catholic, and 
100 missionaries were expelled from 
Burundi two years ago.

Pressure on parents 


In today's society, their children must...

Last year, during a visit, a college friend 
and I began to discuss our children. At 
One point, he described in words laden 
with pain how badly his relationship with 
his oldest daughter had deteriorated. 

She was now a freshman in college, he 
said, and their communication was vir- 
tually non-existent. He explained that he 
was at a loss to understand what had gone 
wrong and to know what he could do to 
rectify the situation. All recent attempts 
had failed. . 

I recall being both surprised and not 
surprised by the revelation. I was 
surprised because my friend and his wife 
are very caring, sensitive people who, 
through the years, have made every effort 
to be good, helpful parents. How could 
such an estrangement occur then, be- 
tween this man and his daughter. 

Yet, there was another side of me — 
the side of growing awareness about the 
uncertainties of parenting — that was not 
surprised. I had heard this kind of story 
too many times before. I also knew only

too well that it could be my story too. 
Problems in child rearing seem to have no 
logical pattern. 


AS PARENTS, we want to be success- 


ful with our children. We want our rela-- 


tionship to be a happy one. We want them 
to feel good about themselves and about 
us as their parents. We want them to be 
good Christians, able and willing to con- 
tribute to the well-being of society. 


At the same time, society places great 
pressure upon us as parents to produce 
children who are successful in the ways of 
the world — in winning competitively, in 
achieving educationally and professional- 
ly, in gaining friends and influence, and in 
possessing material goods. 

Even for very dedicated Christian 


parents, it is difficult not to succumb to ~ 


the lure of this kind of success. We 
genuinely love our children and desire 
them to be happy. In addition, we know, 
too well, the kinds of struggles, frustra- 
tions and problems that frequently befall 
the less successful. 

But theré is another side to the desire 


— possess material goods 


to have our children do well that has more 
to do with our own ego. We are prone to 
see their success or failure as a reflection 
upon us. 


A FEW YEARS ago, I happened to 
walk by a soccer field while youngsters 
were playing a practice game. I noticed the 
father of one player yelling at his son from 
the sidelines. As the game progressed, he 
began to run heatedly up and down the 
field, all the while screaming harsh critic- 
isms of his son’s performance. 


The man is an example of someone 
who desperately needs his child to suc- 
ceed — not so much for the child’s sake, 
but for his own. 

What does our faith have to say about 
this complex question of wanting, or 
needing, or feeling pressured to be suc- 
cessful as parents? 

Thinking about this, I’m reminded of a 
response Mother Teresa of Calcutta once 
gave. Asked how she coped with dis- 
couragement when she sees all the pover- 
ty that exists and realizes how little she 
can do, she replied: ‘‘God has not called 


me to be successful. He has called me to 
be faithful.” , 

God calls us to be faithful as parents, 
even if fully visible success in this role, 
however one defines it, may not be ours. 
This mearis we are to live the Gospel as 
faithfully as we can as nurturers and pro- 
viders of the children he has given us. 


THIS ALSO calls for a certain letting 
go on our parts. We recognize our 
children are ultimately God’s creations, 
given to us for a time to love and to care 
for. What they eventually become, 
however, is essentially between him and 
them. 

He may have roles for them to play in 
life which appear to us as problem-filled 
paths to failure. But we recognize that 
God loves our children and his love will 
not be denied. 

As parents, God asks two things of us. 

1. That we attempt as faithfully as we 
can to make the Gospel a reality for us 
and our children. 

2. That we believe his love for us and 


for them will ultimately prevail.

What makes anyone, particularly teen-agers, 
attempt suicide? Father Thomas V. Mattison of 
St. Mark parish in Burlington, Vt., noted four 
conditions, all of which are usually present in 
those who try to take their own lives — hurting, 
guilt or a feeling of worthlessness, isolation, and 
despair. 


One junior from Barre’s Spaulding High 


~ School, Christopher Roberts, said parental trust 


is important to the well-being of young people, 
has a stack of notecards filled with stories of 
suicide victims he has been associated with — 
from his barber to a seminarian to a high school 
boy. He has also worked with people 
contemplating suicide. 


Suicide is the third major cause of death among 
young people, surpassed only by traffic accidents 


and homicide. Father Mattison questioned how 
many deaths attributed to automobile accidents 
are really suicides. 


Father Mattison said about 12.5 of every 
100,000 people in the United States each year for 
the past 30 years have killed themselves. In 1968, 
1,000 of those who took their own lives were in 
the 10-19 age bracket and 2,000 were 20-24 years 
old. But in 1978 those figures had increased to 
2,000 10-19-year-olds and 3,500 between 20 and 
24. 


*““More and more of those 12.5 are people 
under 25,’ he said, adding that 200 children 
under 14 took their own lives last year in the 
United States. ‘‘That’s a lot of children dying,”’ 
he said. 


Father Mattison noted that ‘‘even people you 


wouldn’t think ‘had problems’ ’’ think about 
suicide, although such thoughts are often brought 
on by ‘‘dumb things.”’ 


When one is a teen-ager, ‘‘even the littlest 
things can bother you,’’ Roberts said during the 
discussions. 

One woman asked how parents, friends, or 
neighbors could help adolescents they think are 
troubled or thinking about committing suicide. 
Roberts suggested talking to them ‘‘to let them 
know someone cares.’ 

Although he believes some suicides are 
“dramatic gestures that went too far,’’ Father 
Mattison said it is a ‘‘general assumption”’ that 
some people kill themselves because they feel life 
is not worth living. The challenge, then, he said, 
is to figure out why they feel this way and then 
work to make life worth living.

The second chapter of Mark’s Gospel 
starts off with an ominous tone. Jesus 
suddenly encounters opposition. This is 
underscored by a series of five stories of 
conflict. 

The stories serve to-answer a puzzling 
question: After so many acts of power and 
compassion revealed so often through his 
actions, why did Jesus come to such a 
tragic end? 

The suggested answer is that’ the 
religious establishment did not recognize 
his identity as God’s messianic agent and 
did not perceive by whose power Jesus 
did these things. Jesus was seen as a 
threat. 

The first story opens with the return of 
Jesus to Capernaum. It tells about his 
cure of a paralytic, along with the forgive- 
ness of the stricken man’s sins. In addi- 
tion, the story relates the charge of 
blasphemy against Jesus which will be re- 
peated later at his trial. : 

As the story stands, it is rather awk- 
ward. After all the hubbub about the 
forgiveness of sins, the spectators respond 
only to the cure of the man. : 


SCHOLARS have been !ed to the 
conclusion that, like the earlier story of

the healing of the leper, this one also is a 
combination of two stories — one about 
the cure of a paralytic and the other about 
a controversy over the forgiveness of sins. 

The miracle story can be disengaged 
from the Bible text, by taking several sec- 
tions and stringing them together. Read 
consecutively, the verses make a smooth, 
consistent story, from “‘. . . he said to the 
paralyzed man’’ in verse 5, to ‘I com- 
mand you, stand up!” in verse 11. Read 


" this way, the reaction of the crowd is quite 


what one would expect. 


But then, apparently, Mark decided to 
add, “‘My son, your sins are forgiven 
you,”’ and the ensuing controversy about 
Jesus’ power to forgive sins on earth. 

This insertion has to do with the claim 
of the early church that belief in Christ 
and baptism brought forgiveness here and 
now. For many leaders then, the claim 
was blasphemy. For them, God alone 
could forgive sins, and he would do so 
only at the end-time, not here on earth. 

That controversy is woven into the sto- 
ry of the cure rather skillfully, for the cure 


+ 


furnishes a visible demonstration that 
Jesus could bring about what he proc- 
laimed. The forgiveness could not be so 
visibly demonstrated, but the obvious 
cure left no doubt of his power to do what 
he claimed to do. 


JESUS REFERS to himself in the sto- 
ry as the Son of Man. In itself this is simp- 
ly a common idiom meaning ‘‘man,”’ 


often used by Jesus as a substitute for — 


“T.”’ But the title also had messianic over- 
tones and Mark clearly intended his 
readers to understand it in that sense 
here. é 

As the messianic agent of God, Jesus 
wields divine authority, an authority 
which extends to the forgiveness of sins 
— here and now. This, of course, is the 
main thrust of the story as it stands. But 
the account of the cure itself is of interest. 

The touching faith of the paralytic’s 
friends is remarkable. It is noteworthy 
that Jesus makes no allusion to the faith 
of the man himself, but rather to “their 
faith.” 

The faith of the Christian community is 
a powerful instrument in the healing of its 
individual members. Unfortunately, it*is 
matched by an even greater 
incomprehension and hatred on the part 


of the enemies of Christ in every age.

BEING A parent is a human 
activity which no one has ever per- 
fected, author Ralph Ranieri points 
out in a Liguori Publication book, 
“‘How to be a Better Parent: Ten 
Helps for Family Living.’’

Ranieri advises parents to: 

1. Be flexible and creative. 

Flexibility helps a parent adjust 
to the many changes children go 
through as they grow up, the 
author notes. Flexibility also ena- 
bles a parent to deal creatively with 
difficult situations — to switch 
gears if one technique with 
children does not work.

Education Brief — Common sense advice for parents 


RANIERI tells of the-home- 
maker who wants to take college 
Classes but faces a problem with 
scheduling since her husband 
works two nights a week. This flex- 
ible homemaker finally hit on tak- 
ing class on a night her husband 
works. That night, she drops her 
children off at a library to study. 
Frequently the whole family meets 
for a pizza afterward to talk over 
the evening’s activities. A situation 
which could have detracted from 
family closeness becomes instead 
an occasion contributing to it, 
Ranieri comments. 

2. Don’t quit if you are rebuffed 
at first. 

Ranieri tells about a single 
parent with a demanding career 
who was concerned about a 
deteriorating relationship with her 
teen-ager. Finally, in ar effort to 
restore the friendship, the mother 
began frequently to ask about her 
daughter’s friends and activities. At 
first, the child resisted. But even- 


good education, with a better chance at ~ 
life than he had. 


Pressed by constant worries about 
money, the old man had seldom taken 
vacations. But he spoke often of his long- 
ing to return someday to see the well- 
remembered town of his youth. 


Then, the year he turned 66, his son 
suggested they go West together, with the 
Wyoming town as their central focus. 
After much discussion back and forth, 
they all set off — flying to Wyoming and 
then renting a large station wagon.

He played countless card games with 
the children.

3. Teach children ““God’s spirit - 
is within them, and then give the 
Holy Spirit room to move.” 


PARENTS want to raise highly 
motivated and independent 
individuals who can make moral 
decisions as responsible Christians, 
Ranieri says. 

Parents do this by encouraging 
children to ‘“‘flex their own bud- 
ding moral sense.’’ Gradually 
increasing a child’s responsibility 
for making decisions in ways suited 
to that child can help in this pro- 
cess, as does listening to the child 
explain why he or she acts in a cer- 
tain way, Ranieri indicates. 

Finally, praying with children isa 
way of reminding them they are in’ 
the presence of God, Ranieri con- 
cludes. 
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hard it was to remain Catholic in towns 
without Catholic priests. These stories, in 
turn, gave the younger couple and their 
children a new appreciation for Grand- 
father’s experience of life. 


For the younger couple, being in 
charge of eight people for many days pro- 
ved a strain, sométimes in unexpected 
ways. Proud and independent, Grand- 
father insisted on paying his and Grand- 
mother’s bills, without any help from 
their son. 


The younger couple quickly discovered 
it was almost an affront to Grandfather’s 
sense of Christian justice to spend a lot of 
money on accommodations. If the price 
was right, he didn’t much care where he 
stayed. ‘ 


SENSITIVE to the older man’s feel-- — 


ings, the son and daughter-in-law found 
themselves sleeping in small cramped 
rooms without hot water. 


As they neared his former home in 
Wyoming, Grandfather became 
increasingly excited, wondering how it 
would seem after all the intervening 


years. In fact, the town had changed very 


little. 


There, much to his family’s surprise, 
Grandfather quickly renewed old 
acquaintances, seemingly at ease with 
people he had kept in sporadic contact 

, with over the decades. 


For each person, the trip holds a special 
memory. But for the youngest child, it 
was the leisurely and happy Sunday he 
spent alone with his grandparents mean- 
dering along a mountain stream in Glacier 
Park. After Mass that Sunday, he recalls, 
his granddad taught him how to skip 
rocks across the stream. 


THE DAY stands vivid in the lad’s 
memory, partly because it started off bad- 
ly with him being left behind while his 
parents and older brother and sisters went 
off on an all-day hike. By day’s end, 
though, he and his grandparents had de- 
veloped a special rapport. 


Looking back later, the families realize 
they gained a fresh appreciation for each 
other during that trip. They learned to see 
each other from a new perspective which 
deepened their love for each other.

John joked with his 8-year-old 
daughter one Saturday morning. ‘‘Car- 
rie,’ he said, ‘‘you’re probably the only 
kid in town who has to take piano lessons 
from her dad!”’ 

John gives Carrie her piano lessons. By 
all accounts, she is progressing well. She 
practices regularly, writes in her music- 
theory book, and*is happy about her new 
field of accomplishment. 

John, you might have decided by now, 
is cheap. He doesn’t want to pay the going 
rate in his area — $9 a half hour — for 
Carrie’s lessons. 

Well, you’re right. But only up to a 
point. He had many years of lessons him- 
self and realized this was a potential area 
for cost control. 

But John had enough to do. He didn’t 
need more responsibilities. He commutes 
to work, often works 10 hours a day, has 


volunteer activities, plus all the other - 


involvements of family life. And despite 
the high cost of living, he could come up 
with the money for the lessons. 


SO WHY did he get into this? 

Well, music is a big part of John’s 
leisure time. Music isn’t something 
extraordinary for him. It is part of his 
ordinary life. 

Getting involved at the piano with his 
children could be seen as natural for him. 
(He also helps his wife in her adult 
learner’s music book.) 

But here’s the key: John and his wife, 
like many parents, are always looking for 
happy ways to spend time with their 
children. 

There are lots of pressures in society 
that drive family members apart. 
Moreover, many parents try hard to keep 
Close to their children these days, feeling 


the children have to cope with problems 
and pressures that were not so common 
30 or 40 years ago. 


JOHN SAYS he often feels his life is 
all chopped up, with many things compet- 
ing for his attention. What's more, the 
others in the family have busy schedules 
too. 


The family ends up running in every 
direction all the time. When they’re not 
on the go, they’re getting ready to go. 

A lot of families will identify with John 
and his family on those scores. Family 
members sometimes begin to feel they 
make time for everything except each 
other. The feeling can become a frustra- 
tion. 

After all, the family is meant to be god- 
like. Its members have a commitment to

often feel buffeted by the many 
demands on them. They encounter 
the pressures of a changing society 
and sometimes wonder what it 
means to be good parents now.

An enemy of ‘doubt is dead

Frank Sheed, author, lecturer, 
founder of a publishing company and 
pioneer in the modern Catholic lay 
apostolate, died Nov. 20 at St. 
Francis Hospital in Jersey City, N.J. 
He was 84 years old. 

The author of such books as 
Theology and Sanity and Society and 
Sanity, which explained theology in a 
lucid style, Sheed in 1926 founded 
with his wife, the late Maisie Ward, 
the publishing company: of Sheed and 
Ward, a major Catholic publishing 
house for nearly 50 years. 


SHEED DEVELOPED his talent 


for discussing religion and theology in 


down-to-earth terms during his years 
as a street corner lecturer in London 
with the Catholic Evidence Guild. 


He was born to a Catholic mother 
and a non-Catholic father in Sydney, 
Australia, on March 20, 1897. His 
father had abandoned religion in 
favor of Marxism, but his paternal 
grandparents were staunch Presbyter- 
ians. Sheed attended public schools 
before going to Sydney University to 
study law. 

In an interview last August, Sheed 
recalled the thorough training 
members of the Catholic Evidence 
Guild received before going out to 
speak about Catholic doctrine on 
street corners. After an initial 26-week 
course, they attended a two- or three- 
year course in Catholic theology. 


‘““THE DIALOGUE with the 
hecklers was the key point in street 
corner preaching,’ Sheed said. ‘‘We 
learned two things very early on. First 
of all, you must never raise a laugh at 
another person’s expense. Never. If 
you do, you’ve put him further away 
from God as a result -of his 
resentment. Second, we learned that 
we must never talk to victory over a 
heckler, never argue to get the other 
man to admit that the Church is right 
and he. is wrong. 

“‘Instead,’’ Sheed continued, ‘‘our 
aim was to tell people what the 
Church taught and then get them-to 
tell us what they thought of it. We

would talk it out with them. When 
people found that we weren’t waiting 
to pounce on them, that. we only 
wanted to know what they thought so 
we could talk it out with them, we got 
real, gefiuine dialogue.”’ 

In Theology and Sanity, published in 
1947, Sheed set forth his thesis that if 
human beings and the universe in 
which they live are part of a greater 
reality and a greater purpose, then 


_ they cannot hope to live sanely 


without knowing their place in that 
reality and their part in that purpose. 


TO EXPLAIN that concept, he 
once used the analogy of a coat 
hanging on a wall, hiding the hook 
from which it hangs. ‘‘If a man is not 
aware of the hook,’’ he said; ‘‘then he 
is wrong about the nature of coats, of 
walls, of gravity. He is not living in 
the real world. But everything is held 
in existence by God: not to be aware 
of him damages sanity more than 
overlooking a hook.”’ 

Commenting on the decline in 
Catholic publishing, he said, ‘‘One 
unintentional result of Vatican II was 
that Catholics thought they could 
write what they like and many began 
writing about their doubts, to the 
extent that in the late ’60s it seemed 
that the three theological virtues had 
become doubt, hope, and charity. But 
no one’s going to spend money on 
books about someone else’s doubts. 
He has his own.”’ 
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by men in order to raise us to higher 
life. 

At the center of Francis’ spirituality 
was the Eucharist, in which 
incarnation and redemption, 
Bethlehem and Calvary, are recalled 
and mystically renewed, so that Jesus 
truly comes to us, making His 
Kingdom come on earth. 

In addition to the daily Liturgy of 
the Hours which he prayed as a 
deacon, Francis composed a special 


private Office of the Passion, which . 


also evoked - Jesus’ nativity and 
resurrection. We should exult in God, 
he wrote, ‘‘because the most holy 


Father in Heaven, our King for ages, _ 


has sent His beloved Son from above, 
and He was born of the Blessed 
Virgin.”’ 

BROTHER LEO, the saint’s 
closest companion, tells us that 
Francis ‘‘had a greater reverence for 
the Feast of the Nativity of the Lord 
than for any other Solemnity...he 
wished on that day every Christian 
should exult in the Lord for love of 
Him who gave Himself for us... 


“Out of reverence for the Son of 
God whom the Blessed Virgin His 
Mother placed on that night in a 
manger between an ox and an ass, 
every man ought also to provide a 
good meal for our brothers the oxen 
and the asses. Likewise... all the poor 
should be given all the food they want 
by the rich.”’ 


Thus there was a deeper motivation 
behind the famous midnight Mass of 
Dec. 24, 1223, at the little hillside 
hermitage of Greccio, between Rome 
and Assisi. Francis had founded four 
hermitages there because of the 
poverty and simplicity of the 
inhabitants. ~

manger. There simplicity was 
honored, poverty was exalted, 
humility was commended, and 
Greccio was made almost into a new 
Bethlehem. 


The Brothers chanted their office, 
the woods rang with their voices, the 
people felt a new joy from the 


mystery, and God’s saint stood before . 


the manger, moved with devotion and 
overcome with emotion. Francis wore 
the vestments of a deacon as the priest 
celebrated Midnight Mass in the 
manger. 


Francis died three years later; he 
was canonized in 1228, and a church 
was built in Greccio, a contemporary

Greccio shows us Francis the 
realist, the mystic, the Catholic 
reformer who repairs God’s house,

soul; by his own example he teaches 
us that in order to follow Jesus we, 
too, must become humble and loving 
and poor, 


St. Francis proves to us that 
Bethlehem and Greccio contradict our 
American Christmas shopping-cente 
materialism.’

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Bishops not ‘naive’ on Central America 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Following are excerpts 


. from a statement on Central America approved by the 
U.S. bishops Nov. 19 and issued in the name of the — 


U.S. Catholic Conference, civil action arm of the 
bishops: 

The Church in Central America has taken its 
direction from the Second Vatican Council, from 
Paul VI’s The Progress of Peoples (1967), from the 
Medellin (1968) and Puebla (1979) conferences of 
the Latin American bishops and from Pope John 
Paul II’s addresses at Puebla and in Brazil. These 
sources have shaped a pastoral witness in which the 
Church has affirmed its own need for conversion, 
and has tried to respond to. cries of the poor by 
seeking to identify with its people in their struggle 
for true justice... In turn many have paid a heavy 
price: a number of priests and missionaries killed in 
El Salvador, including Archbishop Romero and the 
four U.S.: women missionaries; an _ additional 
number killed in Guatemala, including Father 
Stanley Rother, murdered on July 28, 1981. 


The killing of these missionaries from the United 
States vividly reminds us of our relationship to the 
drama of Central America... The bonds between the 
United States and Central America are complex and 
diverse; they are political, cultural, economic, and 
religious. They are shaped by over two centuries of 
history and they differ in each country... as bishops 
in the United States we feel a special tie to our 
brother bishops and to the Church in Central 
America. The witness of the Church there calls forth 
our own witness, one which seeks to address 
decisions taken in the United States whose conse- 
quences directly affect our sisters and brothers in the 
faith... 


IN PREPARING this statement we have 
reviewed again the major arguments in the U.S. 
public debate on Central America. We _ have 
compared and evaluated them in the light of the 
information we have from the Church in Central 
America. Church leaders there speak primarily and 
most frequently about the internal reality of their 
countries: about the daily struggle for existence of 
the majority of their people, about the need for just 


-» social. structures internally and the right to self- 
- determination, even as small nations, in their 


relationships with other countries. 


There is no question here of the ecclesiastical 
leadership in Central America being naive or 
confused about the threat which Soviet-dominated 
forces could play in their societies. The Catholic 
Church in Latin America, as elsewhere, has hardly 
been complacent about Communism. The Latin 


American Church has repeatedly stated in the last - 


decade that external subversion is not the primary 
threat or principal cause of conflict in these 
countries. The dominant challenge is the internal 
conditions of poverty and the denial of basic human 
rights which characterize many of these societies. 
These conditions, if unattended, become an invita- 
tion for intervention... 


Any conception of the problems in Central 
America which is cast principally in terms of global 
security issues, military responses, arms transfers, 
and preservation of a situation which fails to 
promote meaningful participation of the majority of 
the population in their societies is, in our view, 
profoundly mistaken. 


FOLLOWING ARCHBISHOP ROMERO and 
now Bishop Rivera y Damas, we are convinced that 
outside military assistance from any source to any 
party is not a useful contribution but simply intensi- 
fies the cycle of violence in El Salvador. For this 
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reason we have opposed and continue to oppose 
military aid from all sources, while supporting 
monitored economic assistance by the United States. 
We support political measures to prevent the flow of 
arms from other nations to El Salvador, even as we 
continue to oppose U.S. military assistance to the 
government of El Salvador... 


We wish to reaffirm the position of the 
Administrative Board of the USCC regarding 
Salvadoran exiles now in the United States. Many 
have been and are being deported and others face 
the threat of deportation. We believe that as long as 
the present state of violence and turmoil exists in El 
Salvador, the citizens of that country, regardless of 
political philosophy, should not be forced to return 
home. Hence, we urge that a moratorium be placed 
on all deportations to El Salvador, at least until such 
time as the government in power can guarantee the 
safety of its citizens. We are also mindful of the 
suffering of large numbers of Salvadoran refugees and 


displaced persons in other countries; we pledge our 


material assistance and ask other nations also to 
respond to their needs.. 


THE IMMEDIATE QUESTION facing us as 
bishops in the United States is the policy of our 
government toward Nicaragua. We believe that a 
policy designed to isolate Nicaragua and prevent its 
access to resources crucially needed for recon- 
struction is neither justified by our history with 
Nicaragua nor useful for the Nicaraguan people. 
Hence we continue to support, as we have in the 
past, economic assistance on a bilateral and multi- 
lateral basis for Nicaragua. Such assistance should 


» be monitored, for Nicaragua as for other countries, 


in terms of human rights criteria. In our view a 
mature, cooperative, diplomatic relationship 
between the United States and Nicaragua could be a 
force for human rights and stability in Central 
America. 


We deplore the escalating violence in Guatemala 
as described in the statement of the Guatemalan 
bishops on June 13, 1980: ‘‘The acts of violence 
among us have taken on unimaginable forms: there 
are murders, kidnappings, torture, and even vicious 


~ desecrations of the victims? bodies.” 


It is not our contention that the government of 
Guatemala is responsible for all that occurs, but we 


‘do find significant the recent human rights report of 


the State Department: ““The government has not 
taken effective steps to halt abuses or carry out 
serious investigations.’’ (U.S. Department of State: 
‘‘Country Reports on Human Rights Practices,’’ 
1981, p. 441.) 

AT THIS MOMENT in Guatemalan history, 
U.S. diplomacy should be directed toward 
enhancing the protection of human rights and 
assisting the meeting of basic human _ needs, 
especially the need for food and for capital invest- 
ment for food production. Such a policy will require 
a creative political vision; such vision is not 
manifested by the provision of military hardware in 
a situation already ridden with violence. We believe 
military assistance should not be provided from any 
source or in any form... 

Our intention, in prayer and action, is to respond 
to the Lord’s command heard in the prophet Isaiah: 
‘This, rather, is the fasting I wish: releasing those 
bound unjustly, untying the thongs of the yoke; 
setting free the oppressed, breaking every yoke; 
sharing your bread with the hungry, sheltering the 
oppressed and homeless; clothing the naked when 
you see them and not turning your back on your 
own.”’ (Is. 58:6-9)

would be a ‘“‘betrayal’’ both of the 
free world and Christian -values. 
“The very rapid growth of the anti- 
nuclear movement is doing much to 
focus attention on this moral issue,”’ 
he added. 


The bishops’ statement on Central 
America focussed on three countries 
(Guatemala, Honduras, and El 
Salvador). They overwhelmingly 
urged that the U.S. end military aid 
to the_region and expressed their 


support for the Church there. 


‘ARMS BEING SENT by the 
U.S., USSR and Cuba to El Salvador 
are only prolonging the agony and 
promoting a government destructive 
of peace and social justice,’’ said 
Bishop Maher, who hopes that 
economic pressure by this country will 
lead to a political solution in the civil

war taking as many as 10 or 20 
innocent lives daily. 


“‘The present government has no 
, control over the military,’’ noted the 
bishop. ‘‘The security guards have 
taken advantage of the situation, 
especially when the curfew was in 
effect.’? Bishop Maher quoted from a 
report by Irish Bishop Eamonn Casey 
of Galway, which accused the 
Salvadoran government of a 
“brutalizing policy to the point of 
genocide.’’ Bishop Casey was there 
on a fact-finding visit last summer. 


Of particular concern to Bishop 
Maher is the plight of 400,000 
refugees in El Salvador, both political 
and children who have lost their 
parents. The bishops’ statement on 
Central America includes a 
paragraph inserted by Bishop Maher 
which both expresses this concern and 
pledges material assistance to help 
alleviate the suffering.

Archbishop James

Bishop Kelly said the U.S. bishops 
have been ‘‘thoroughly briefed’’ on 
the differences of opinions among El 
Salvador’s bishops. 
And he rejected the editorial’s 
“cryptic description’? of Bishop 
Rivera Damas as odd man out. 
‘ANYONE FAMILIAR with the 
political and ecclesiastical reality of El 
Salvador will find the Post’s portrayal 
radically deficient,’’ Bishop Kelly 
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wrote. ‘“‘We have supported Bishop 
Rivera Damas because of the central 
role he plays in the Salvadoran 
Church; we are prepared to stand by 
our support.”’ 

At a news conference during his 
visit to Washington Bishop Aparicio 
said he did not come to criticize the 
U.S. bishops but only wanted to tell 
“the truth’’ about the El Salvador 
civil war to anyone who would listen. 

He said U.S. military aid is needed 
in El Salvador as long as guerrillas in 
the country continue to receive Soviet 


and Cuban aid. 
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A PASTORAL letter on the rights 
of health. care employees and the 
ethical direction of Catholic hospitals 
also resulted from the meeting. A key 
provision was the call for some form 
of national health insurance, the need 
for which Bishop Maher said _ is 


- “vast...many poor people are not 


receiving adequate health assistance, 
and we wanted to get the need for this 
back in public.” 

The bishops approved a record $20 
million-plus budget for the NCCB 
and the U.S. Catholic Conference, 
the largest single expenditure of $5.75 


million earmarked for refugee 
resettlement, and passed a resolution 
expressing their concern at divisions 
in the National Offfice of Black 
Catholics. 


Both the National Black Sisters 
Conference and the National Black 
Clergy Caucus have disassociated . 
themselves from the NOBC, -noted 
the bishop, and he hoped that the 
efforts of Bishop Eugene Marino, the 
black auxiliary of Washington, D.C., 
would ‘‘bring back unity and make 
them representative of the total black 
community.”’

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Doctrinal congregation gets new head;

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II 
named Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger of Munich- 
Freising, West Germany, to succeed retiring 
Cardinal Franjo Seper as prefect of the Vatican’s 
doctrinal congregation Nov. 25. 5 

The 54-year-old Cardinal Ratzinger, an interna- 
tionally respected theologian, takes over the Vatican 
department formerly known as the Holy Office, 


which Cardinal Seper has headed since 1968. 


UNDER CARDINAL Seper’s guidance, the 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith has issued 
documents on a number of items, including the non- 
admission of women to the priesthood, procured 
abortion and sexual.ethics. It has also conducted 
investigations into the teachings of several Catholic 
theologians and in 1979 declared that Father Hans 
King could no longer be considered a Catholic theo- 
logian. 

Cardinal Ratzinger, a native of Markt-am-Inn, 
West Germany, was ordained to the priesthood on 
June 29, 1951, after studies in Munich and Freising. 


After receiving his doctorate and licentiate in 


' theology, Cardinal Ratzinger taught dogmatic and 


fundamental theology at Freising, and then lectured 
at Bonn from, 1959-69, at Munster from 1963-66, 


- and at Tubingen from 1966-69. In 1969 he was 


appointed professor of dogma and of the history of 
dogmas at Ratisbon University in West Germany 
and named the university’s vice president. 

““To be a Christian is possible only. within the 
Church and not just by being on the side of the 
Church,’’ he said in an address to the Bavarian 
Catholic Academy. 

He was named archbishop of Munich and 
Freising by Pope Paul VI on March 24, 1977, and 
was elevated to the College of Cardinals on Jan. 16, 
1978. ; 

-A MEMBER OF the Vatican Secretariat for 
Christian Unity, Cardinal Ratzinger will take over 
the ex-officio posts of president of the Pontifical 


Theological Commission, of which he. is a former 


member, and the Pontifical Biblical Commission.

Cardinal) Alojzije Stepinac in 1946 on charges of 
treason, Father Seper was one of the first to go to his 
aid, arranging for a lawyer to defend him and offer- 
ing to testify in his behalf. 

ARCHBISHOP STEPINAC was released from 
prison in 1951 and named a cardinal in 1952 but was 
confined to his native village of Krasic. In 1954, 
Father Seper was named coajutor archbishop of 
Zagreb, taking over the administration of the arch- 
diocese for Cardinal Stepinac. 


After the cardinal’s death in 1960, he was named 
archbishop of Zagreb and metropolitan of Croatia 
by Pope John XXIII. He was also president of,the 
Yugoslavian bishops’ conference until 1969. Pope 
Paul VI made him a cardinal in 1965. 


No ‘free choice,’ say 
bishops on abortion 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The group Catholics 
for a Free Choice carries no official status in the 
Church and is in ‘‘direct contradiction’’ with the 
Church’s teaching on abortion, according to a state- 
ment from the U.S. bishops’ Committee for Pro- 
Life Activities. 

The statement, released Nov. 25, sought ‘‘to 
remove any confusion that might attend the name of 
the organization or the position it holds in the public 
debate on abortion.”’ 

THE STATEMENT noted that the organization 
received ‘‘a certain amount of media attention’’ 
after the National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
endorsed Noy. 5 a constitutional amendment on 
abortion introduced by Sen. Orrin Hatch (R-Utah). 

Catholics for a Free Choice held a news confer- 
ence following the U.S. bishops’ testimony in favor 
of the Hatch amendment and said the bishops’ views 
are not representative of most Catholics. 

The organization is based in Washington and says 
it has 5,000 members nationwide. ~ 

ACCORDING TO the bishops’ committee state- 
ment, “‘We do not presume to question the sincerity 
of this group, or of any group claiming theological 
arguments in support of legalized abortion. 

‘‘Rather, we invite them to study again the moral 
teaching of the Church on the sanctity of all human 
life and the obligation to protect life,’’ said the state- 
ment by Father Edward M. Bryce, the bishops’ 
committee executive director. 


The statement came one week after Cardinal 
Terence Cooke of New York, chairman of the com- 
mittee, said during the U.S. bishops’ annual general 
meeting that ‘‘it is news to me’’ that anyone could 
consider himself or herself a good Catholic if they 
favored free choice on abortion.

“‘T like everything about soap 
operas,’’ enthuses one high school 
sophomore. ‘‘I’m addicted to them. I 
think they’re funny. I love the men on 
them and I like how they create 
suspense by dragging out the action.”’ 


That sort of devotion pleases soap 
opera producers, but it worries 
others. What teens are learning from 
sOaps is causing a great deal of 
concern among social scientists, 
educators, and parents. 


““THERE APPEARS to be an 
important relationship between what 
a person watches on daytime serials 
and what he or she believes to be true 
about the real world,’’ warns Profes- 
sor Nancy  Buerkel-Rothfuss_ of 
Central Michigan University in her 
article, Soap Opera Viewing: The 
Cultivation Effect. 


‘Soaps have become sexier, more 
violent, -and more controversial,”’ 
explains James Breig, a TV columnist 
syndicated in the Catholic press. ‘‘In 
other words, they are becoming like 
prime time TV. And the soap opera 
format is spreading out fronrthe after-

noon. There are prime time soaps like 
Dallas and Flamingo Road, and late- 
night soaps like Behind the Screen. 


ALMOST EVERY soap now has 
at least one teen-age male or female 
star. But the fact that they are young 
does not mean they are also innocent. 
Fhe character Laura Baldwin of 
General Hospital, for example, is only 
19, but she has already murdered a 
lover, been married and divorced, 
and been raped. She is now passion- 
ately involved with her rapist. 
Kimberly Beaulac of Ryan’s Hope is 
also 19. She is an unwed mother who 
shot her lover because he was sleeping 
with her mother. 


Professor Kenneth Haun of New 
Jersey’s Monmouth College, who has 
been engaged in a serious study of 
soaps for five years, sees plenty of 
room for concern about genre, espe- 
cially with regard to its teen-age 
audience. 


*“Teen-age is a time of enormous 
conflict and teen-agers are very 
impressionable,’ he says. ‘‘They 
want to find out who they are and 
what they will be like. The people 
who get into soaps identify’ with the 
characters and sometimes cannot tell 
the difference between drama and real 


palites: 


Brieg is concerned with the ease 
with which viewers can be tempted 
into wallowing in soaps and letting 
the situations wash over them, 
unquestioned and unchallenged. 


““IT wonder how many viewers apply 
any of their own morality to the situa- 
tions they see,’ he noted. ‘“‘Or do 
they fall prey to the ‘I wouldn’t 
impose my own morality’ theory 
which lets anything go? Soaps are 
dealing with very serious moral, 
ethical, and legal issues, such as 
abortion, homosexuality, adultery, 
and bioethics. How many viewers 
watch without seeking out infor- 
mation elsewhere? How many are 
having their morality formed by a TV 
show?’’
